the Kings death} & members of the Houſe of Commons, 
Anti-Royalifts : the reſt of Londoy, or near, Mechanicks, 
Banckrupts and debaucht, whom yer their fellows mag= 
nified with the Title of Saints, None of them, but by 
this publick ſervice hoped for impunity and ſppils of 
the Kings Revenues , houſes and goods, to repair and 
enlarge their private fortunes,

He ſeeks our Baily , ro whom was joyned the Farl of Lindſey, 
and at Alesford hill; torced rhem ro fight , urrer!'y roured rhem, 
and obra.ned a remarkable victory ; bur rhar which [citened rhe 
triumph , was the death of rhe Lord Gour4on , one rhar was as 
the righr hand of Montrroſs , a very Loyal Right Nuble Genric- 
man , being eldeſt fon ro rhe Marqueis of Hyntl'y. Airer rhis, 
he comes ro 9. TIohnftons, where he alarim*d rhe Parltamenr 
there fitting , and ſo inco the Lowlands, where rhe Kirk had 
anurher Army in readineſs , under rhe command of rhe afore- 
ſaid Baily. : 

Ar a place called Kilfth, borh Armies mer, and a cruel barrel 
It was, but in conclufion ſucceſs and victory crowned Montroſſes 
head , and almoſt 6000 men were flain in this fight , the p.: r- 
ſuir being eagerly followed for a great way , and the Covenan-

The King being in their hands by their perſwaſions and de- 
fircs, and ſis own reſolvednels for peace, gave Order to all his 
Governours to make ſuch terms as were moſt ſuitable and conve- 
nient for them, and deliver rheir reſpettive Governments to the 
Parl:zmenr , rhat ſc the War might be ar an end ; whereupon, 
all rhe Garr:ſon; in the Kings hands came to a capirulation, Ox- June z, 
ford, Farringdon, Wallingford, Borſtall-Houſe, Ludlow, Litchfield- Seprem, 
Cloſe, Wor:eſter, Ragland, Conway, Pendennis, and Scilly Ile fur- 
r:ndred ; at which rime alſo died rheir former General , the 
Farl of Effex , and was moſt magnihcently interred in Weſtmin- 
ſtr Abbey. . 

General Fairfax came in triumph ro London , while the Trea- Novem,, 
ry was on foor betwixt the Parliamenr and the Scors ar New- 
caſtle concerning the delivery and difpoſalof rhe King. In 
hne, upon rhe price and payment of 200000 pound , rhe Scors 
pcrhdiouſly, atrer many diſputes, whereby they affirmed ir un- 
lawtul and diſhonourable for them ro do it, fold rheir Narive 
Prince to his Engliſh Subjects, and fo departed over Tweed into 
Scotland, according ro agreement,

of his own , either ſervants or Chaplains, and a Guard upon 


him perperually , rill in concluſion , Cromwell beginning his |

General tacirly conſented , The King was raken from the Com- | 


miftioners, and removed by one Corner Toyce frum Holdenby to 
the Army, they prerending an extraordinary kindneſs to thc 
King and his Parry , evenrto the deceiving of the King himſelf, 
by their Declarations and Proreſtarions for Publick Liberty. 

In the mean while, rhe King is carried about from Holmby to 
Childerſley, Newmarket ,Royſton, Hatfield, Windfor, in progreſs with 
che Army to Caverſham, Maidenhead, to Latiner, to Stoke, to Oat-+ 
lands, being treated with a far grearer ſhew of honour rhen che 
Parliament allowed kim , with much hopes and many promiſes 
of his ſpeedy reftirurion : His Chaplains, and other perſons, en- 
gaped on his fide , having tree accels ra him, wirh rhe free exer- 
ciſe of the Common-Prayer , &c. Ar laſt rhey bring him to 
Hampton-Courr , where Propoſitions as bad as any they rendred, 
were offered to him again , bur rheſe for their unreaſonableneſs 
being rejected by rhe King, he being informed of a plor to 
murther him by ſome of the Army , fled from Hampron-Court 
privately ro rhe Iſle of W.ght , rhe ſaid Colonel Aſhburnham be- 
ing with him in this diſguize alſo , and rendred himſelt into rhe 
hands of Hamond , rhe Governour of rhe ſaid Iſle, who torrh- 
with cerrified rhe Parliament , and rhey preſently vore , thar no 
more Addreſſes ſhould be made ro the King , nor no Papers rc- 
ceived from him.

Souldiers bcing ſufficiently provided tor fo long a ſervice with 
neceſſaries. | | 

On the 29th of 7nuary , rhe whole Fleer , excepr rhe Cha- 
rity , where rhe horſes and other proviſions were pur aboard, 
arrived at Anchor in Carliſle Bay ar rhe Barbadoes , and Janded 
rheir men , where having made up rhe three thouſand they 
brought with rhem from En2/and, to the number of eight chov- 
ſand, with Planters from rhe adjacent Ifles , the 31 of _

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they ſer ſail from rhe Barbados , and fix date; a'rer, ar S.Chriſt;- 
ers, took in rhirrecn hundred men more ( Voluntiers ) and 
from rhence on rhe rhizreercth of April arrived at $S. Domingo, 
Here a Conncel of War was called, and ir was derermincd, 
char Gen/enables ſhonld fand wirh ſeven rhoufand men,and three 
daic; proviſion, ren or riwelve leagues Weltward to the Town, 
the Army being ve y juyil, and expecting nothing lc rhen 
heaps of gold; accordingly rhey landed, bur then a Proclamari- 
on Was made, that no inan ſhould rouch or plunder to hi; own 
naſe any plarc, money, ec. wh.ch lo deaded their hearrs, that 
what with rhar, and the incoirmodiouineh and hiſt they ſu'- 
tered in thar hor paſſage , being forced ro drink their own U- 
rine, they were ſo diſhea:rned and diſmayed, rhir at the very 
hr ſt encuunter of rhe Enemy their courage failed them, and an 
inconfiderable Enemy made preir cxecur:ion on chem.

This firſt ſucceſleſs combar ſtruck a panick tear rhrough rhe 
whole Army , forbat rhey began ro grow atcaid of rhe ruſtling 
of rhe leaf; ot rhote rhick woods rhey wandred in ; bur ar lait 
up they came ro a Forr neer S. Dommgo, where having wade 
ready their Morrar Gun; ro play upon ir, orders were given tor 
the difſmounting and hiding of them, and rhe next day with 
all Faſt rhe Army re:mbarqued again , having neirher proviſion, 
nor any thing elſe hr for their long return ro Windward for Bar- 
badves , and rieretore it was refolve(, that rhey thould ftecr di- 
rely bctore rhe windro Jamce, where they arrived on rhe 
eighreenth of May, and mecring nv oppoſition landed , an 
pollcſt rhemſeives of rhe chicteſt Town ##Whereupon enſued a 
Treary berwixr rae Spaniſh; Governonr andtheGeneral, which 
(pun our r'me, rill the Inhahirants had conveyed away rheir beſt 
goods and carrel ; arid ſoon after rhis worthy adventurc,the rwo 
Generals rera:ned into England , and for ſhew-ſake were Elapr 
up in the Tower by rhe Prorettor, and preſently again releaſe. 
Bur grear was the mortality of this expedirion , fcarce one mm 
tour ſurviving ; and the ſame miſery betell rhe.n tht were ate 
terwards (ent thirher , beirg rwo thouſand ſtour 014 Soulkiers, 
under rhe ſeveral] commands of Colonel Humphrejs, and Licv- 
tenant Colonel Briyz , who was ſent laſt tro comman:d in Cle in 
thar new-gained Ifland. 

But what honour was loſt here, was ſymcartiing cympenſared 
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. by the valonr of General Blake , who ar the ſame time that this 


Fleer went for the Weſt-Indies , was fent with anorher into the 
Straits rorepreſs the violence of rhe Pyrares of wg4{ziers, who 
had fo infeſted thoſe Seas, that commerce was nor tree for any 
Nation : Therefore having anchored before Atziers , he- de- 
manded reſtirution , and had a civil anſwer from rhence_to his 
ſatisfaction ; thence he arrived ar Tunis, demanding as b<fore ; 
ro which the Dye or Vice-King returned anſwer , that there 
were the Caſtles and Ships of rhe Grand Seignior, that he might 
do his worſt, they were not to be ſcared with his Fleer : where- 
apon a Councel of War being called, it ws reſolved, to at- 
raque the Caſtle; and Porr of Ferino , wherein !ay nine Fripats 
of War, and to burn them, which accordingly, and in deſpight 
of all their Ordnance and Caſtles rhey effected , with a very 

' ſmall loſs: The news hereot was carried ro the Grand Seignior, 
ro the glory of rhe Engliſh Nation. | -

Leave werhe Protector awhile, and return ro General Blake 
on the Coaſt of Spa » , where finding nothing ro do, being in- 
formed thar rhe Plare-Fleer was arrived in the Canary Iſlands, 
and unladen, he reſolved ro fail rhicher , and fire the Galecons 
in the Harbour of Sana Cruz, which with much bravery, 
rhough wirh as much danger and hazard, on the 2oth of April, 
was artempred firſt by Sir Richard Stayner, and ſeconded by the 
whole Fleer, ſo thar in four hours ſpace they fired ſixteen (ſhips, 
and flew many hundred Spaniards on board and on ſhore , lofing 
only, ſome 50 ſlain, and 120 wounded. For this exploit the 
General had a Diamond, nigh worth five hundred pound ſent 
Him , and Captain Steayner was Knighted by Oliver , but fince 
the King, our of reipett ro his merit , harh confirmed him a 
Knight.

Spaniard, died on Shipboard , in fighr of Engliſh: Land ; and 
General Reynolds returning out of F/anders'to Enyland, was caſt 
away inthe Go-dwin Sands, and with him Coloncl White, and 0- 
thers. 

By one of the clauſes of rhe humble Perition and Advice, it 
was declared, rhat the Pariiament ſhould conſiſt of rwo Hou- 
ſes ; therefore Cromwell, during rhe adjournment, hIPd up the 
number of rhar Orher Houſe , that was irs name, conſilting of 
ſixry rwo perſons, moſt oft them Officers ot the Army , and his 
necr Relations, moſt of rhem of mean extraction ; Theſe ne- 
verthcleſs , ar rhe expiring of the prorogation appcared, and 
rook rheir-places in th2 Houſe of Lords , according as rhe anti- 
ent cuſtome was , wherher rhe Prorector came and ſent for rhe 
Houſe of Commons , where he made a canring ſpeech ro rhem, 
bur rhe Commens rerurning ro rheir Houſe , having admirred all 
rheir Members, would neither own rhe new Ler.ls, nor him 
that made rhem ſo , bur fell inro high diſpures abour the Go- 
vernment ; ſo thar Cromwell ſecing how rhe game was likely ro 
go, came, and in a great tury within ren daics afrer rheir refir- 
ting, diſſolved rhem.

A fortnights time rhe General ler them alone , minding rhem 
only of their difſolurion , which time rhey ſpent in making qua- 
lifcarions for the Members to ſerve in the enſuing Parliament, 
which were ſo many, and ſo ſtri&t and unreaſonable, rhar the 
General delayed no longer , but on Munday, having convened 
the aforeſaid ſecluded Member; at' Whigehall , went with them 
re 
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fion and aſtoniſhment of che Rumpers , many of whom fox. 
bore ro fit therealter in company with rhem , as knowing whar 
would enſue, 

The fard Members being thus ſerled , addreſt themſelves im. 
me3aiareiy ro the ſetrtemenr, &9-c. making rhe General Caprtajn 
General of all rhe Forces in the rhree Kingdomes , and nulling 
fame former deſtructive Vorzs, .and eſtabliſhing a Miliria 0+ 
well-afteqed and loyal perſons in rhe ſeveral Countrie: of Eng- 
land, and rycn according ro the contract and comprowilſe wirh 
the General, onthe day of March, diffolved rhar long and 
fatal Parliament, having ordered Writs to iſſue out for a new 
one ro fir down at Weſ#munſter the 25rh of April next the year 
661. ET 

In this interval , the Guvernment v ludped in a Councel 
ei Stare, who perſiſted in the ſame wayes for a ſerrlement, 
leaving the Top-ſtone ro be laid by the Free Parliament, a term 
nnuſual ro our Anceſtors, bur ro this Generation a delighttul 
novelty , a'rer ſo many forces and violences upon ſo many in 
fo few years. Colonel Lambert, ar the inſtance of the. General, 
had by the Rump been ſent ro the Tower, from whence now 
he broke and eſcaped , ahd came ro Edge-h'l , where was in-

my then male-conrenrcd with the proceedings ; bur his defign 
fnled of the expected afliſtance , Colonel Ingoldsby being ſenr 
in puriuig of him, and diſperſing his ſmall parry at the ſame 
place, from wherice he was brought to London, and commirred a 
ſafer priſoner to the Tower aforefaid, | | 

On the 25th of Apr'/ the Parliament convened in both Hou- 
ſes, ro whoma week after their fitting came a Letter from rhe 
Kings Majeſty , with anorher tothe General, and one ro the 
Ciry of London , brought by Iohn Lord Viſcount Mordanre; and 
Sir John Greenvile, now Earl of Bath, which were all with duc 
hamility and gladneſs received, and a Vote pafſed. in Parlia- 
ment, that their moſt humble thanks ſhould be preſented , by 
Commititoners appointed 'to attend. his Majeſty then ar the 
Haze for his gracious Letters, and. he ſhould be fdefired ro re- 
turn with all convenient ſpeed to the exerciſeof his Kingly 


Government ; and Sir Thomas Clarges was fuſt diſpatcht by the 
General onthe ſame Errand, where at Court he was very much 
welcomed.

* £ 9rthe Parharnent Houſe , and there put them in, ro the cont. 
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all rhe magnificences uſual , bur wirh rhe unuſual and extraor- 
dinary joy of the people , who made grear bonhres rhar nighr, 
and ſeemed as it were ro be in a kind of extafie : On the 25th 
the King landed from Holſand , being arrended by a gallant 
Fleer, commanded by rhe Earl of San-:wich art Dover , where 
the Genral met him (the Sea, and Heaven, and Earth, rung 
with the peals of Ordinance) and foro Canterbury, to Rocheſter, 
and ou rhe 29 day, being Tueſday, his moſt auſpicious Birth- 
day, rriumphantly and peaceably centred his Royal City of Lon- 
don, where rhe acclamarion; and ſhoutings were ſo loud and 
hearty, rhar ir is impoſtible ro eccho or expreſs them, ro. the 
grear pleaſure, and yer diſturbance ot the King, who abour 
fix in the evening came ro hiz Palace ar Whifebal, where in the 
Banquerting Houſe borh Houſes attended him. All the way 
rhe way through rhe Ciry, rhe Geheral rode barcheaded nexs 
before his Majcſtie, his rwo Brothegs, Yorkand Glouceſter riding 
of each fide covered. After a ſhort congratulation, rhe King 
being weary , went ro his Bed-chamber , where he ſupped , 
and ſo ro his reſt, having come 27 miles that- day, beſides his 
going throngh London; and within two days atrer, his Royal 
Brethren having taken rhcir places in the Houte of Lords, came 
ro the Parliament, where he made a Speech, earneſtly prefling 
the Ad ot Free pardon and indempnirty, which he had pro- 
miſed in his Declaration from Breda. 

The nexr thing he did, was rhe emirring a Proclamationy re- 
quiring all rhoſe who had a hand in rhe execrable murther of 
his Father, ro render themſelves within ſuch a time , which 
ſome obeyed, rhe reſt fled ; rhoſe rhar came in, were (by rhe 
Act of Pardon, which came our ſoon aftrer with ſome orher} 
reſpired, till another Parliament ſhould determine of them e1- 
rher ro lite or dearh : This was in favour for their rendring 
rhemlclves. 

On,che day of Auguſt, dyed rhe moſt noble and ac- 
compliſhr Prince Henry Dnke of Glouceſter of the Small Pox, at 
Whitehal, to rhe very great arrow oft rhe whole Kingdom, be- 
ing aPrinc: of ſingular verrues and enduwments. 

In 0fvuber, 1661. they, with rhe reſt rhar were apprehend- 
ed for the ſail cri ne, were ſeverally arraigned yt rhe Seffions 
Houſe in the O[1-Bailey, betore Sir Orlando Bridgeman ; where 
afrer Tryal, they were afl found guilty, and convicted of 
High-Treaſon, tor compatling, contriving and bringing about 
the dearth of the King z tor which 26 uf chem had Ang ces 
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: be drawn, hanged, and quartered ; ſixteen of them, who ren- 


dred rhemſclves according ro rhe aforeſaid Proclamarion, were 
rcſpired rill the Parliament ſhould by an A& determine of them ; 
bur the other ren; vi, Major General Harriſon, Icha Carew, 
Tohn Cook, rhe Soilicitor ro the prerended Cours o; Juſtice, Hug 
Peters, Thomas Scot, Grezory Clement, Iohn Tones, Adrian Scroop, 
Francis Hacker, and Daniel Axtel, were exccured according to 
the ſenrence_, eight of rhemar Charing Croſe, and rhe rwo laſt 
ar Tyburn ; their Heads ſcr upon Weſtmrnfter-Hal! and Loudon- 
Bridge, and rhcir quarters upon rhe Gates of London. 

In December the King diſſyulved rhe Parliament, which he 
honored with the Epithere of! The Healtns Perlrament ;, and on 
the 24 of December dycd alſo rhar moſt ifluſtrions Princeſs of 
Aurvuve, His Majeſtic; Sifter, of rhe ſ.me diſcaſe which inarch 
away her Erother rhe Duke of Glouceſter, ro the extreme orict 
oi the King, rhe Queen Mother, and rhe whole Courr. 

The Qnecn Morher had come over ſome while tefore, with 
her Danphrer the Lady Henrietta , and now prepared tor her 
departure, fearing rhe diſeaſe might run in the blood , rhe 
young Princef(; being nor very well, and accordingly rhe iKing 
in company with rhcm, ro bring them ro the waters fide. c.me ro 
Portſmouth in rhe Chriſtmaſs rme, and thenc? the Ladics 
rook ſhipping tor France, | 

While rhe King was bur rhis ſhort while abſcrir, hapned 
thar deſperare Rebellion and Inſurrection in the Ciry of Lon- 
don, by the Fjtth Monarchiſt;, at rwo ſundry rimcs, on the 
ninth of Tanyaryar nigtr, being Srnday , where rhey alarmal 
the City, marched through rhe pares, threatning to rake down 
their Maſtcrs, thoſe Regici:lez quarters, killing ſom*- tour mer, 
and fo ſculked rift Wedneſdry morning ncxr; at which rime 
they appeared again, and reſolutely fought with rhe Trained 
Bands, and a Squadron of the Lite-guard o' Horſe , in Wood- 
freet, maintaining their ground rill they were ſurrounded, 
and then they began to rcrrear, bur ſtill in order : There were 
Killed ot rhem ſome cighreen, and rhey killed as many. YVenner a 
Wine Ccope-, who was their Leader, was raken, and twenty 
more, twelve of which were execured with him ar ſeveral 
places in London, being convicted of Fiigh-Treafon tor levy- 
Ing war againſt the King, | 


On Ianwary 30. 1660. the bodies of Oliver Cromwel , Tohn 
grad// aw,and Henry Iteton, were removed from their Interments, 
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in Weftminſter Abbey, and hanged ar Tyburn, and there buried, 
rheir heads ſer upon Weſtminfter-Hall. |

Is Majcſtic at His diſſolurion of rhe Parliamenr, having 

promiſed ro call anorher with all convenienr expedition, 
iſſued our Wrirs for the elect on thereof , and appoinred rhe 
eighth of May tor their fitting down ar Weſtminſter; where they 
accordingly convened, and rarified ſcveral Acis made by the 
preceding Parltamenr, which being nor ſummoned by rhe Kings 
\Vrir, was nor by Law held tufficient ; ahe Act of Oblivion 
was hrſt confirmed, being very mnch urged and preffed by rhe 
King, as the foundation of a furc and laſting ſerrlement. 


Ar the opening of the Parliament, the King acquainred 
them with His reſolution; of marrying Donna Catharina', 
the Infants of Portuzal, which they very joytully received, by 
a Vore piled ro that purpoſe in borh Hou es: There likewiſe 
palſed an Act in repeal of rthar 1 Carol. 17. againſt rhe Civil 
Power of Biſhops, thereby debarring them trom their Privi- 
ledges as Pecrs, which by this Repcal are ro be reſtored fully 
unro them; with many other Ac. of Publique concernment, 
and rhen adjourned nll the November 20. inſtant. 


The Right Honorable the Earl of Sandwich, having ſailed 
with a Flecr of men ot Warto rhe Coaſts of Barbary, ro con- 
frm. the League between rhoſe Pyrates and rhis Nation, came 
ro an Anchor ar Alzeir, where he centred into a Treary with 
the Governor of that Port, which nor ſucceeding, rhe Fleer 
weighed and ſtood into rhe Harbour ; where after rhe had fred 
ſome ſhips, and done ſome execution on ſhore, he came vur a- 
gain, having reccived ſome lirtle loſs both of men and rigging. 
From 
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From thence he ſer fail rowards the Coaſt of Spain, leaving Vice 
Admiral Lawſon to guard rhe ſaid Porr. 

By a Commiſtion from the King, rhe Right Honorable rhe 
Earl of Peterburzh was made General for rhe expedirion ro Tan- 
&er.a ſirong place and Fortreſs of the Portugal;, on the ſireights 
of Gibralatr, and Forces are now ready ro imbark in company 
wirh thar Fle:r which is going to bring home her Majeſtic the 
Queen trom Lisbon. | 

Abour this rime hapned a fray. or conflict on Tower-hill, ar the 

Receprion of the Swediſh Ambaſſador, berwixr the French and 
Spaniſh Ambaſſadors Coaches tor Przcedency, where ſeven or 
eightwere killed, and rhe French worſted : This fo highly in- 
ccnſecd rhe French King, that he ſent ro Madrid ro demand a- 
ristaction, bur received none ; {0 that uponthis and ſome orher 
c jJanglings, there is now akinde of a petty Hoſtiliry between 
them. During this clafh, rhe Prince vf Spain dyed, and ro the 
King of France was burn a Daulphin, Chriſtned by rhe name 
of Lewes Tous Saints . becauſe he was born on All-Saints 
Day. 
Oftober. Col. Lambe t, Sir Henry Vane, Sir Hadreſs Waller, 
Col. Cobbet, were ſent away from the Tower, ro ſeveral remore 
places, for rhcir own preſervation, as well as ſecurity of the 
peace ; and divers others ſecured upon account of a Plor, a 
Narrative whereef cannor be given yer, nor in this piece, which 
hath arraincd its concluſion.
